More Americans Delaying 1 Do’ 


WASHiNGTONlIt used to be common for men 
and women to get married straight out of 
high school. Not anymore. 

Census Bureau figures for 2003 show 
one -third of men and nearly one -quarter 
of women between the ages of 30 and 34 
have never been married, nearly four times 
the rates in 1970. 

Data from the Census Bureau released this 
week show the age at which someone typically 
marries for the first time rose from 20.8 for 
women and 23.2 for men in 1970 to 25.3 and 
27.1, respectively, last year. 


In 1970, only 6 percent of women 30 to 
34 had never been married; the figure was 
23 percent in 2003. The rate for never-mar- 
ried men in the same age group rose from 
9 percent to 33 percent. 

Amongyounger women, 36 percent ofthose 
20 to 24 had never been married in 1970 ; last 
year it was 75 percent. Among men in that age 
group, the change was nearly as dramatic: 55 
percent in 1970 to 86 percent last year. 

It’s further evidence young people are focus- 
ing on education and careers before settling 
down and beginning families, experts say. (ap) 


Pentagon 
To Bolster 
Iraq Force 


12,000 -troop increase puts 
total at highest number yet 


WAS H I N GTO N I The United States is expanding 
its military force in Iraq to the highest level of 
the entire war — even higher than during the 
initial invasion in March 2003 — in order to 
bolster security in advance of national elections 
in January, officials said Wednesday. 

The 12,000-troop 

increase is to last only 
until March, but it says 
much about the resil- 
ience of an insurgen- 
cy that U.S. military 
planners did not fore- 
see when Baghdad was 
toppled in April 2003. 

Brig. Gen. David 
Rodriquez, deputy opera- 
tions director of the Joint 
Staff, told reporters that 

the American force will 

expand from 138,000 troops today to about 
150,000 by January. 

The previous high point for the U.S. force 
in Iraq was 148,000 on May 1, 2003, when 
President Bush declared that major com- 
bat operations were over and most soldiers 
thought the war had been won. 

The expansion in Iraq will be achieved by 
sending about 1,500 troops from the 82nd 
Airborne Division this month and by extend- 
ing the combat tours of about 10,400 troops 
already in Iraq. Those 10,400 will be extras 
until March because the soldiers who were 
scheduled to replace them in January will 
arrive as planned, robertburns(ap)

U.S. generals in Iraq 
alerted to problems 
with detainees in 2003 

WAS H I N GTO N I Some U.S. command- 
ers in Iraq may have been alerted in 
December 2003 — before the Abu 
Ghraib prisoner abuse allegations 
surfaced — that Iraqis in detention 
were being abused, a senior official 
said Wednesday. 

Larry Di Rita, spokesman for 
Defense Secretary Donald H. 
Rumsfeld, confirmed that a con- 
fidential report to the Army’s com- 
mand in Baghdad said a joint CIA- 
military team hunting for Saddam 


Hussein and other high-priority 
intelligence targets had mistreated 
and possibly physically abused some 
of their detainees. The findings were 
first reported in Wednesday’s edi- 
tions of The Washington Post. 

Di Rita said he did not know 
which U.S. commanders were 
made aware of the report’s findings 
when it was submitted in December 
2003 to Maj. Gen. Barbara Fast, 
the Army’s top intelligence offi- 
cer in Iraq. The report was done 
by Stuart Herrington, a retired 
Army colonel. 

The U.S. military has said it 
first became aware of the abuses 
at Abu Ghraib prison in January 


2004. Those abuses took place 
mainly in October and November 
2003, subsequent probes have 
found. The Herrington report 
apparently focused on treatment 
at detention facilities other than 
Abu Ghraib. 

Di Rita said some members of 
Congress may be briefed on the 
report this week but it was not 
clear whether or in what form it 
would be made public. 

Di Rita said the Herrington 
report “raises a lot of the same 
issues” as other inquiries into deten- 
tion practices in Iraq — organiza- 
tional issues as well as alleged abuse 
of detainees, robert burns (ap) 


Brokaw Signs Off 
As NBC Anchor

the news for nearly 23 years, NBC 
anchor Tom Brokaw signed off 
Wednesday expressing gratitude 
for what he got in return. 

“Thanks for all that I have 
learned from you,” he said at the end 
of his final “Nightly News” broad- 
cast, his voice wavering just a bit.

Court Considers 
Bankruptcy Rules 


Justices will weigh 
whether IRAs ean be 
seized to repay debts 

WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court 
considered Wednesday how much 
retirement savings people can 
shield when they file for bank- 
ruptcy, an important question as 
more Americans go into debt. 

The justices heard arguments in 
the case of a bankrupt Arkansas 
couple seeking to keep their two 
Individual Retirement Accounts. 

Bankruptcy law already protects 
pensions, 401(k)s, Social Security 
and other benefits tied to age, illness 
or disability. Most justices appeared 
reluctant to allow the seizure of all 


the money in IRAs, a nest egg used 
by millions of people, though Justice 
Sandra Day O’Connor offered that 
some accounts might be taken to 
repay debts. 

IRAs, which can be opened by 
anyone regardless of their employ- 
ment status, allow investors to con- 
tribute up to $3,000 annually to 
a fund that grows tax-free until 
withdrawals. 

The stakes in the case are high. 
Last year, more than 1.6 million 
people filed for personal bank- 
ruptcy, compared with 875,000 a 
decade earlier. 

Experts say much of that is being 
driven by people 55 and older who 
lose their jobs and cannot pay off

Skull Piece Hints at Earliest Surgery 


NORFOLK, VA. I A skull fragment 
found in a 400 -year-old trash pit 
at Jamestown contains evidence of 
the earliest known surgery — and 
autopsy — in the English colonies 
in America, researchers say. 

Circular cut marks indicate 
someone attempted to drill two 
holes in the skull to relieve pressure 
on the brain, the researchers said. 
The patient, a European man, died 
and was apparently autopsied. 

Archaeologists found the 4- 
inch-by-4%-inch fragment this

summer while digging in a bul- 
wark trench on the site of James 
Fort. Jamestown, the first perma- 


nent English settlement in North 
America, was founded in 1607 as 
a business venture. 

The skull piece was discarded 
with trash, such as pottery shards, 
from no later than about 1610, said 
Bly Straube, senior curator of the 
Association for the Preservation of 
Virginia Antiquities. 

The procedure was not complet- 
ed, probably because the patient 
died. Saw marks on the top edge 
of the bone indicate an autopsy was 
performed, researchers said, (ap) 


Liberal Church 
Says NBC, CBS 
Rejected Gay Ad 

CLEVELAND | A liberal-leaning 
church said CBS and NBC rejected 
a national spot because it alludes to 
condemnation of gay relationships 
by some churches. 

The 30 -second spot launched 
Wednesday highlights the 
Cleveland-based United Church of 
Christ’s welcoming stance toward 
gays and anyone else who might feel 
shunned elsewhere. 


The networks said the spot 
was too controversial to broad- 
cast because it implied exclusion 
of gay and lesbian couples by other 
groups, according to the UCC. 

The ad, part of a 314-week, $1.7 
million campaign, shows a mus- 
cular bouncer working a rope line 
outside a nameless church and 
deciding who is eligible to enter 
and worship.

Government will be 
forced to resign after 
no-confidence vote 

KIEV, UKRAINE I Ukraine’s opposition 
scored key victories Wednesday in 
its bid to scrap a disputed presiden- 
tial election as parliament voted no 
confidence in the government and 
European-brokered talks provid- 
ed momentum toward holding a 
new ballot. 

Opposition leader Viktor Yush- 
chenko urged throngs of supporters 
to stay on the streets until plans for 
what he demanded — a rerun of the 
Nov. 21 runoff with Kremlin-backed 
Prime Minister Viktor Yanukovych 
— are worked out. 

But President Leonid Kuchma, 
who backed Yanukovych, instead 
proposed an entirely new election, 
which would allow his Russian- 
allied government to field a more 
attractive candidate. 

European Union foreign poli- 


cy chief Javier Solana, who medi- 
ated talks Wednesday between 
Yuschenko and Yanukovych, also 
suggested a new vote but didn’t indi- 
cate whether it would be a repeat of 
the runoff or a new election. 

The two candidates signed a 
deal to set up a group of lawyers 


to work out proposals for a settle- 
ment of the dispute. 

The negotiations came after par- 
liament passed a no-confidence 
measure in Yanukovych’s govern- 
ment with 229 votes, just three more 
than necessary. The vote automati- 
cally triggers the resignation of the 


government, though the president 
can allow it to continue to exercise 
its powers for up to 60 days. 

Meanwhile, Yushchenko said he 
expected the Supreme Court rule 
Thursday on his appeal to invali- 
date the result — based on claims 
of widespread fraud, (ap) 


Vote Imperils Sharon’s Government 


JERUSALEM I Israel’s parliament 
voted against the state budget 
Wednesday, triggering a politi- 
cal crisis that could topple Prime 
Minister Ariel Sharon’s government 
and stall his plan to pull out of Gaza 
and part of the West Bank. 

With his government in tatters 
because of internal opposition to the 
pullout plan, Sharon was unable to 
garner a majority, losing 69-43. 

Shortly after the vote, Sharon 
dismissed Shinui, his main coali- 
tion partner, for voting against the 
budget. A secular party, Shinui went 
against Sharon because of his pledge 


of hundreds of millions of dollars 
to Orthodox Jewish parties to win 
their support. 

Sharon planned to invite the 
moderate Labor Party and at least 
one ultra- Orthodox Jewish party to 
replace it. That would give Sharon 
a parliamentary majority of about 
66 of the 120 seats. 

But if he fails to reconstitute his 
coalition, it could fall in a no-con- 
fidence vote, triggering a months - 
long process of campaigning and 
elections that would put everything 
else on hold — including the Gaza 
and West Bank withdrawal, (ap)

Rwandan Troops in Congo, U.N. Says 


GOMA, CONGO I A U.N. observer 
patrol has encountered 100 suspect- 
ed Rwandan soldiers in east Congo, 
marking the first U.N. -reported 
sightings since Rwanda threatened 
to send its forces against Rwandan 
Hutu rebels sheltering here. 

A Rwandan diplomat denied 
Rwanda had invaded, after a week 


of warnings that raised fears of a 
return to a five-year war that dev- 
astated Congo. 

But a Western diplomat in 
Kinshasa, Congo’s capital, said 
Rwandan President Paul Kagame 
warned that his troops would carry 
out “surgical strikes” against rebels 
in a letter to U.N. Secretary- General 


Kofi Annan. 

Kagame has threatened since 
last week to send his forces into east 
Congo, claiming a five-month- old, 
U.N. -led disarmament campaign 
has failed to neutralize an estimated 
10,000 Rwandan Hutu rebels hiding 
in the remote hills and forests here.

Bush, in Canada, 
Reaches Out to 
Opponents of War 

HALIFAX, NOVA SCOTIA | President 
Bush asked Canadians on Wednes- 
day to move beyond their deep oppo- 
sition to the Iraq war and get behind 
his vision of democracies blooming 
from Baghdad to the West Bank. 

“Sometimes even the closest of 
friends disagree,” Bush said, stand- 
ing at the side of Canadian Prime 
Minister Paul Martin. But, he said, 
“there is no disagreement at all with 
what has to be done in going for- 
ward. We must help the Iraqi people 
secure their country.” 

Bush conceded that the United 
States can be a difficult “elephant” 
to live next to but delivered a force- 
ful defense of his approach to com- 
batting terrorism: “We must take 
the fight to them, we must be relent- 
less and we must be steadfast in our 
duty to protect our people.” (ap)

D.C. Seeks New 
Talks on Stadium 


Council chair wants 
more changes before 
signing off on ballpark 

WASHINGTON I While the D.C. 
Council approved the plan to build a 
stadium for the future Washington 
Nationals, the message for Mayor 
Anthony A. Williams was to restart 
negotiations with Major League 
Baseball. 

The 13 -member body approved 
several amendments that could 
change the final stadium pack- 
age — including a spending limit 
of $630 million. 

“Certain things are deal-break- 
ers,” Williams said. “But that doesn’t 
mean we can’t work within certain 
parameters to improve our situ- 
ation.” 


Baseball officials told The 
Associated Press that the relocation 
committee would discuss the D.C. 
legislation. But the original agree- 
ment did not include a spending cap 
for the stadium. 

Council Chair Linda W. Cropp 
said she has several more chang- 
es she would like to see before the 
legislation comes to a final vote, 
scheduled for Dec. 14. She said 
baseball officials have told her 
they’re willing to reconsider some 
items including use of the stadium 
on non-game days. 

The baseball bill narrowly 
passed 6-4 Tuesday with three 
members voting present, includ- 
ing Cropp. 

“I want to keep people’s feet to 
the fire,” Cropp said. “I have not fin-

Markets Soar on Oil News 


Dow, S&P, Nasdaq post largest gains in months 


NEW YORK I A steep drop in oil 
prices gave Wall Street a big rally 
Wednesday, propelling the Dow 
Jones industrials up more than 160 
points and giving the major indexes 
one of their best days of 2004. 

The buying took off immedi- 
ately after the Energy Department 
reported an increase in distillate 
reserves — heating oil and other 


derivative products — of 2.3 million 
barrels, far higher than Wall Street 
expected. Gasoline and crude inven- 
tories also rose substantially. 

That triggered the largest single - 
day decline in crude oil futures in 
more than three years. The price of 
a barrel of light crude plummeted 
$3.64 to settle at $45.49, its low- 
est level since Sept. 16, on the New 


York Mercantile Exchange. 

The Dow rose 162.20, or 1.56 
percent, to 10,590.22. It was the 
third-largest point gain of 2004, 
and its best close since March 5. 

Broader stock indicators also 
made major gains. The S&P 500 
index was up 17.55, or 1.5 percent, 
at 1,191.37, its best close since Aug. 
7, 2001. Nasdaq gained 41.42, or 
1.98 percent, to 2,138.23 for its best 
closing since Jan. 26. (ap)

Redskins’ Taylor

REDSKINS I Washington Redskins 
safety Sean Taylor entered a not 
guilty plea Wednesday to a drunk- 
en driving charge and his lawyer 
said Taylor’s teammates will tes- 
tify to his sobriety when the case 
goes to trial.

Gardner Develops Case of the Drops 

Receiver s mistakes magnified by poor offense 


REDSKINS I Rod Gardner stood in 
the Washington Redskins parking 
lot with his hands in the air, one 
raised just above the other. “It hit off 
this hand,” he said. “And I couldn’t 
get the other hand on it.” 

The play in Gardner’s mind was a 
deep pass in the first half of Sunday’s 
loss to the Pittsburgh Steelers. Had 
that catchable ball been caught, it 
would have been an extraordinary 
event for a team that hasn’t complet- 
ed a big gainer in seven weeks. 

The struggles of quarterbacks 
Mark Brunell and Patrick Ramsey 
have had a residual effect on the 


receiving corps of NFL’s lowest- 
scoring team. Laveranues Coles 
leads the team with a modest 57 
catches though 11 games. 

Gardner, meanwhile, has fall- 
en off the charts. The fourth -year 
receiver has just 33 receptions on 
the season, and 10 of those came 
against Dallas in Week 3. 

Just four passes were thrown his 
way in the 16-7 loss at Pittsburgh. 
He made only one catch for 11 yards, 
while he had a drop in addition to 
the long pass that hit his hand. 

Gardner has a history of drop- 
ping the easy ones. Teammates once 


nicknamed him “50-50” to reflect 
the odds that he’d catch a pass. His 
several drops this year have been 
magnified because the offense is 
playing so poorly. 

“You see the best receivers drop 
a pass, they walk back to the hud- 
dle smiling because they know darn 
well in the next two series they’re 
going to get another five thrown 
at them,” Gardner said. “But we’re 
struggling, so everything — drop- 
ping a ball, throwing a bad ball — 
gets escalated.”

For Angelos, MLB 


Md. governor warns 
of legal battle if Expos 
deal can’t be reached 

D.C. BASEBALL | Baseball’s next 
move involving the Montreal 
Expos could be in the direction of 
a courtroom. 

Baseball owners have less than a 
week to approve the relocation of the 
franchise to Washington, yet Major 
League Baseball has not reached an 
agreement with Baltimore Orioles 
owner Peter Angelos on a deal that 
would protect his team from the 
financial consequences of sharing 
the market. 

Bob DuPuy, baseball’s chief oper- 
ating officer, traveled to Baltimore 
this week in an effort to cement an 
agreement before Monday, the day 
baseball must let Washington know 
that the team is relocating. 

DuPuy has met with Angelos at 
the owner’s law offices in downtown 
Baltimore on at least three occa-

sions, but has yet to walk away with 
a finalized pact. If Angelos and 
MLB cannot reach a settlement, 
it is possible that a lawsuit could 
be filed to block the move, accord- 
ing to Maryland’s governor. 

“Peter was led to believe by 
baseball officials that negotiations 
would be fruitful and complete by 
this time,” Gov. Robert Ehrlich told 
WBAL radio. “This could — could 
— end up in court in the relatively

Quiet Desperation 


Magnetic Fields exert a pull on the emotions 


MUSIC I The Magnetic Fields may 
be the quietest live band in what 
one dares to call “rock.” 

Several years ago, when they 
were playing more or less regular- 
ly at the Black Cat, it was often hard 
to hear Stephin Merritt’s baritone, 
Sam Davol’s cello and John Woo’s 
guitar over the murmuring of des- 
perate hipsters chatting, drink- 
ing and trying to pick each other 
up. Only Claudia Gonson’s drums 
could be heard. 

ME mastermind Merritt is a 


glum and surly guy who makes 
little attempt to mask his pique, 
as well as a sardonic writer whose 
lyrics must be closely attended. 
His perturbation made for awk- 
ward, unenjoyable shows. 

But his band’s popularity has 
swelled since the 1999 release of 
“69 Love Songs,” an ambitious tri- 
ple-disc set of the appropriate num- 
ber of jaundiced chansons d’amour. 
Now he has a fan base that doesn’t 
need to be glared into silence. 

And now that the Magnetic 


Fields are playing the Birchmere, 
he has a venue that’ll back him up. 
If you want to talk during Thursday 
or Friday’s set, you’ll be asked to 
take it outside. 

Inside, you’ll hear songs from 
“I,” the first proper MF release in 
five years (there have been plenty 
of side projects and soundtracks in 
the interim). That means themes of 
scoping out, splitting up and grow- 
ing old, all underpinned with plenty 
of clever prosody, each title begin- 
ning with the ninth letter of the 
alphabet. 

At their worst, the Magnetic 


Fields have gotten rather too cute 
for their own good, their leader’s 
self-pity suggesting a sort of They 
Might Be Gnats. 

But when he isn’t preoccupied 
with giving the rhyming dictionary 
a workout, Merritt can still break 
hearts, as on the album-closing “It’s 
Only Time.” 

Besides, his early ’90s back cat- 
alog is to die for — and cry for, sigh

Julie Dexter sings 
neo-soul as eclectic 
as it is conscious 

MUSIC I Julie Dexter has become 
such a potent force in America’s 
neo-soul scene that people tend to 
forget that she’s British. Like fellow 
Brits Floetry, the singer- songwriter, 
celebrating her new album at Blues 
Alley on Thursday, has taken up 
residence in the United States and 
developed a devoted following on 
the East Coast. 

Much of her appeal comes from 
her musical eclecticism, on which 
she sprinkles Soulaquarian vibes.

Paul Reed Smith 
is the guitar god’s 
craftsman of choice 

ARTISAN I Stevensville, Md.-based 
guitar-maker Paul Reed Smith 
started out more than two decades 
ago as a guy with a better mouse- 
trap. Friday, in a sold- out program 
at the National Museum of American 
History, Smith talks with veteran 
string- slinger David Grissom and 
historian Andre Millard, editor of 
“The Electric Guitar: A History of 
an American Icon.” 

Describe the PRS sound, 

I’d say it’s clear and powerful. It’s 
not real tinny, it’s not real bassy, it’s 
not dark. It’s got a real clarity to it, 
but there’s also a real strength in 
the sound. 

What’s up with the bird inlay on the 
fingerboard? 

My mother was a birdwatcher. 
There were bird guides all over the 
house. So when it came time to do 
inlays, it just was that obvious to 
me. OK, birds. 

Do they inspire people to play faster? 

No. 

Moodier or tunesmith? 

I think the quintessential thing

about the guitar is people sitting 
around the campfire singing songs. 
That’s where it started. I think a lot 
of people forget that. 

Where is music going? 

I hope that songs, not just people 
screaming, are going to be coming 
back. I see periods of time where 
people are writing great tunes and 
then periods of time where they’re 
not. As my kids said, “Daddy, what 


happened to the love songs? Nobody 
sings about love anymore.” So they all 
bought all the Beatles records. 

What made the guitar THE instru- 
ment of the last 50 years? 

Music’s constructed in three 
pieces. It’s got rhythm, harmony, 
and melody. You can do all three 
on the guitar. Piano’s that way, but 
you can’t carry a piano around. 

Do you see the guitar challenged by 
the turntable? 

It’s not going away. It’s such an 
easy instrument to do so many things 
with. An electric guitar you can make 
sound a huge variety of ways. This 
whole thing about distorting the 
amp gives it a whole ’nother set of 
sounds, which is very cool. 

How did the guitar shape rock? 

If you think about big bands, 
you had to have a huge number 
of people to show up in an audi- 
torium for rehearsals in order to 
be able to make music. Essentially 
Elvis changed all that. You could sit 
in your room and write a song with 
your buddies, and you didn’t need 
all those instruments. 

You needed just three or four people. 

Or one. You could sing 
“Heartbreak Hotel” with one.

Newest generation 
of Web sites delivers 
cheaper fares, hotels 

Like a lot of travelers, Kevin Pollard 
relies on the Internet to save money 
on airfares, hotel rooms and rent- 
al cars. The quest took him to the 
Web’s most popular travel sites — 
Orbitz, Travelocity and Expedia 
— until he discovered a new breed 
of specialty search engines that dig 
up even better bargains. 

Pollard got just that with 
Mobissimo, which he used to plan 
two recent trips. The San Mateo, 
Calif -based company and other so- 
called Internet “travel aggregators,” 
such as SideStep, Cheapflights, 
Qixo, Kayak and Farechase, are 
hoping to win more converts as 
people arrange holiday getaways. 

“Many consumers are becom- 
ing frustrated with the online trav- 
el experience,” said Mobissimo co- 
founder Svetlozar Nestorov. “Our 
goal is to make it better.” 


Millions of travelers turn to their 
computers whenever they plot their 
itineraries. Forrester Research esti- 
mates that 29.4 million U.S. house- 
holds will use the Internet to book 
travel in this calendar year, spend- 
ing $53 billion in the process. 

Expedia, Travelocity and Orbitz 
have helped change the way people 
book travel by deploying sophisti- 
cated travel reservation systems that 



quote prices from major airlines, 
hotels and rental car providers. 

“The online agencies really rep- 
resented ‘Travel 1.0’ because they 
democratized the process ofbooking 
travel and made it available to all of 
us,” said Phil Carpenter, SideStep’s 
vice president of corporate market- 
ing. “The next generation is repre- 
sented by the travel search engines. 
We’re ‘Travel 2.0.’” 

The travel engines crawl the Web 
sites of travel suppliers more fre-

quently, generating an even broader 
array of choices. 

After a selection is made, the 
travel engines send people direct- 
ly to the supplier’s Web site to com- 
plete the purchase. They collect 
referral fees from the travel sup- 
pliers, but those commissions gen- 


erally fall about 50 percent below 
the costs triggered by a booking at 
three major online travel agencies 
— a difference that leads to lower 
consumer prices. 

San Francisco-based Qixo is the 
only travel engine that charges con- 
sumers to use its service. 


Besides offering better prices, 
the search engines pull fares from 
suppliers that aren’t represented by 
the major travel agencies. Several 
travel engines include fares from 
JetBlue. SideStep, the oldest travel 
engine, includes the entire inventory 
of Southwest Airlines, the industry’s 
longtime discount leader. 

Neither Southwest nor JetBlue 
lists its fares through the online 
travel agencies — a void that has 
prompted many consumers to con- 
sistently visit three or four travel 
Web sites to ensure they are getting

Do you make it a point to read books 
published by Post colleagues? 

I’m specifically thinking of Gene
